WASHIXQTOS, 
Oct. 
29.—The 
United 


States Supreme Court to-day reversed 
the judgment of the Texas Court of Ap- 
peals in the case of Asher against the 
Btate of Texas. This was the well-known 
drnmmer's case, in which Asher resisted 
the State law taxing commercial travel- 
ers. The State Court sustained the State 
'aw, but the United States 
Supreme 


Court reverses this decision and orders 
the release o£ Asher, who has been in 
the custody of the sheriff for two years. 


The first case called for argument was 


the Jaehne habeas corpus case from N«w 
York, ftoger Sherman appeared tor the 
ex-alderman and Assistant District-At- 
torney Semple for the State. 


In the case of the Georgia railroad and 


Banking Company against the Railroad 
Commissioners and Attorrtey General of 
Georgia, the Court affirmed the judgment 
of the State Supreme Court. The rail- 
road company claimed that the law es- 
tablishing railroad commissioners with 
the right to fix rates, impaired the com- 
pany's charter privileges, granted prior 
to the establishing of the commissioners. 
The State court held that no action of 
the commissioners interferred with the 
company's rights.
